I further request, pursuant to the Act and 32 CFR §1900.13(b), that these records
be furnished without charge or at a reduced rate because this request is in the public interest and is
likely to contribute significantly to the public understanding of the operations or activities of the
United States Government and is not primarily in the commercial interest of the requester.
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If no fee waiver or reduction is granted, the requester agrees to pay the reasonable charges
incurred under regulation for the search and copying of the requested documents, upon presentation
of an invoice along with the finished documents. If search and copying fees exceed $500, please
telephone me in advance at (310) 557-9700 for agreement to such charges.

I look forward to hearing from you within twenty (20) working days with the documents
requested.
